ODESSA, Minn., Dec. 19.—With 
ten known dead, one unidentified and 
twenty-three injured as the result of 
a silk train on the Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee & St. Paul railroad crashing into 
the rear end of the Columbian limit­ 
ed. the inquiry into the cause of the 
accident was today continued. The 
investigation so far shows a combin­ 
ed neglect of duty on the part of

say. 
When the Columbian, 
eastbound, 
early yeeterday morning approached 
Odessa the train was stopped by the 
signal "danger” and the silk train, 
running as the second section, crash­ 
ed into her. 
Albert Adams, night operator at 
Odessa, left his post just before the 
wreck and, according to his testi­ 
mony before the coroner’s jury, plac­ 
ed his block signal at ‘clear.” The 
engineer on the Columbian, however. 
was stopped by the signal “danger.” 
Railway officials do not credit the 
belief that the lever on the signal 
had slipped from the clear to dan­ 
ger.' although Adams has a witness 
who says Adams had left it “clear.” 
Roy B, Law*, the flagman on the 
Columbian, was ordered by the con­ 
ductor immediately after the limited 
had t*opped, to flag the silk train. 
It is thought the 6ilk train would 
have had ample opportunity to stop 
had Law* went back a sufficient dis­ 
tance and placed torpedoes as the 
rules provide. 
The third neglect of duty is said 
to have been the failure of the oper­ 
ator at Junction Switch to hold the 
silk train until the block at Odessa 
was clear. The operator, however, tes­ 
tified that the dispacer ordered him 
to “clear” the silk train.

Railway officials do not credit the 
belief that the lever on the signal 
had slipped from the clear to dan­ 
ger.' although Adams has a w itness 
who says Adams had left it “clear.” 
Roy B. Law, the flagm an on the 
Columbian, was ordered by the con­ 
ductor im m ediately after the lim ited 
had tsopped, to flag the silk train.

LENROOT WOULD 
AMEND SHERMAN LAW 
WASHINGTON. 
Dec. 
19.— ‘ The 
rule of reason” decision of the United 
States supreme court in the Standard 
Oil and American Tobacco cases fur­ 
nished Representative 
Lenroot 
of 
I Wisconsin, a republican 
insurgent, 
jwith the motive of a bill which he 
has Introduced in the house. Mr. Len­ 
root *s measure proposes, to amend the 
Sherman 
anti-trust law so as to] 
plaee the burden of proof to establish 
“reasonableness of restraint of trade” 
upon the corporation defendant to a 
suit for violation of the anti-trust 
law. 
The Lenroot bill further directs 
that in any suit, civil or criminal, 
brought under the provisions of the 
Sherman law, charging restraint of 
trade or commerce, ‘‘the burden of 
proof to establish tne reasonableness 
of such restraint shall be upon the 
party who contends 
that 
said re­ 
straint of trade is reasonable.”

straint of trade shall have been held 
to be “ unreasonable,” the hill pro­ 
vides. whenever a clear violation of 
law shall have been shown.

WHITE SHOES TO BE 
POPULAR, SAYS ADAMS

from the use of white shoes except 
on occasions which absolutely de­ 
mand this color of foot gear?” in the 
same breath.

that it is because the people fear the 
shoes will become stained and that 
they will be unable to wear them 
more than once or twice. 
"Within a short time.” Mr. Adams 
declares, “white will be the reigning 
color in women’s 
and 
children's 
shoes and they will not have to buy 
a new pair for every occasion eith­ 
er.” 
“The w’hite shoe problem has been 
solved with the production of shoes 
made from nubuck,” says Adams. 
“These shoes can be cleaned with 
little or no trouble and it is impossi­ 
ble to make a stain upon them which 
cannot be removed.” 
Listen. Here is the way to wear 
clean white shoes all of the time, as 
per instructions by Adams. 
First: Purchase a pair of nubuok 
shoes, and when a stain of any kind 
appears, wash the shoes with soap 
and water, using a damp sponge and 
pure white soap, such as castile or 
ivory. While damp, sprinkle freely 
with talcum pow’der or pipe clay, the 
powder being the most. preferable as 
it is the most convenient. Then spread 
the powder to all parts of the shoe 
to gain a uniform surface. After the 
shoe is thoroughly dried brush off 
the surplus powder 
and— presto— 
you have a new pair of shoes.
